No other counsel, who have entered appearance for some of the respondents are present. 


The election petition was admitted on 07.02.2020 and summons were directed to be issued to the respondents 
by special messenger, cost of which was directed to be assessed and deposit be made by .02.2020 and notice was 
directed to be made returnable within a week. The matter was then listed on 3.03.2020 and on that day, learned 
counsel for the election petitioner submitted that he will file an affidavit treating the summons received by the 
daughter of the respondent No.|2 as sufficient service on respondent No.l2 since she is living jointly with the 
addressee as reported in the S.R. 


Summons on respondent No. 8 was returned unserved with postal endorsement 'unknown'. Since such 
summons issued to respondent No. 8 through special messenger was also returned unserved with report that the 
addressee was not present in the given address and nobody has signed as a witness in the summons, learned counsel 
for the election petitioner was directed to take fresh steps for issuance of summons on respondent No. 8 for which 
speed post requisites were directed to be filed along with the present correct address by 20.03.2020. 


Today, the matter has come on being mentioned by the learned Standing Counsel for the Election 
Commission of India to pass necessary orders in LA. No. 2 of 202l, however, the Registry has reported that service 
affidavit regarding sufficiency of service of summons on respondents Nos. l0 and [2 has not filed, A.D. of summon 
on respondent No. 4 returned with a signature not legible and summon on respondent No. 8 returned unserved with 
postal remark 'unknown’.
